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Method of playing game and gaming device with an additional payout Indicator 



(57) Gaming device comprising a standard gaming 
unit, e.g_ three reels (10); and a dkcemfoJe additional 
payout indicator (701150.250), e^ a rotatabte wheel 
(150). A preferred bonus payout hdfcator (70. 150.250) 
is dearly vjsttfe by the player and is actuatabte when 
the reels (10) ofthestot machine stop on certain prede- 
termined indicia. A preferred embedment further com- 
prises a payout muftpfier (170,270) which delays a 
plurality of valu es by which a payout may bemused. 
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Description 

The present invention is directed to novel gaming 
devices and more particvlady. to gaming devices com- * 
prising at least one bonus indicator capable of indicating 
at least one of a plurality of bonuses. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

Games of chance have been enjoyed by people for 
thousands of years and have enjoyed widespread pop- 
ularity in recent times. Many people enjoy playing a 
.wide variety of games lhat they have not played before. 
Playing new gan^ adefc to Ihe eratement o( this recre- 
atfonat activity particuJarty when some form rflgaiwnsT 
is involved As used herein, the term -gamtngT and 
. "gaming devices' are used to indicate that some form of 
wagering is involved and that players must mate 
wagers of value* whether actual currency or. some 
equivalent of value, e.g.. token or credit 

One popular game of chance that has long been 
enjoyed by many players is the slot machine. Converv 
tionaV. a stot machine is co^ 
something of value. e.g^ a standard denomination of 
currency or house token or other representation of cur- 
rency or credit and then to permit the player to activate 
the device which causes a plurality of reels to spfn and 
ultimately stop to olsplay a random combination of 
some form of indicia, tor example, numbers or symbols. 
If this display contains one of a preselected pluraBty of 
winning combinations, the machine releases money 
into a payout chute or onto a credit meter for the prayer. 
For example. 3 a player initially wagered two coins of a 
national currency and that player won a high payout 
that player may receive fifty coins of the same denomi- 
nation in refem 

. Since it is desirable, to offer players games which 
they have not played before, ft would be desirable to 
provide a player with new games and additional oppor- 
tunities to recerve winnwxj payouts. 

Those femSiar with games involving winning pay* 
outs, such as the popular television game shew entitled 
"WHEEL OF FORTUNE* wrl realize that as players and 
observers watch a large wheeTspwi and gradually come 
to rest &>e players experience a heightened feeing of 
anticipation and excitement as the wheel is slewing 
down to indicate a poss&te prize. 

It would therefore also be desirable to provide a 
payout indicator which is cfiscernfcte by a player and/or 
other observers. 

SUMMARY OF THE ftJVOfPPN 

Various embodiments of the present invention com- 
prise gaming devices having a first gaming unit eg., 
rotatabfe reels and at least one drscernMe irxficia of a 
mechanical bonus payout treficator. According to the. 
most preferred embodiments, the bonus payout indica- 
tor is clearly visible to a player and is operable when pf> 



• mary reels of a slot machine stop on certan 
predetermined indicra. According to one prefened 
embodiment of the present inventtoa abonusmclcatt* 

- is in'tfie form of a rotataWe bonus wheel wbichcanbe 
5 caused to spin automatically or m response to some 
action by a player, eg^ the player pushing a button, 
when the primary reels inefcate one of a preoeterrrwied 
pJurafity of tndScia. When the wheel stops, a pointer incS- 

. cates the bonus payout to be awarded to the player. 

19 Another preferred embotfrnent of the present 
irvenSon further comprises a cfiscemWe mulfipfier 

' which provides the abi&ty to change either the payout 
from the primary gaming unit or the bonus indicator, or 
both. As descrfred in more deta3 below, it is wtfwi th* . 
15 scope of the present invention to provide a payout from 
the primary gaming unit a payout intfeated by tht 
bcrxrs indicator^ a pa^ 
unit or the bonus irxficator as changed by the mullet 
or a separate. pforaBty of payouts from the primary gam- 

20 ing unit and the bonus indicator either with or without 
modfication by a murUpfier. 

AccorrJng to one preferred embodiment of the 
present invention, the mechanical bonus payout indfcar 
tor is electrtHnechamcally operated and. is Bnfced to a 

25 random number generator which determines where the 
benus irxficator actua% stops. 

According to another preferred ernbocfiment of the 
present ffrventioa when the primary reels stop on one of 
a predetermined pfurafity of winning indicia sets, a 

30 bonus actuator is placed in an active state AccorrJng to 
this embodiment a person, such as the player, must 
actuate the actuator in order to operate the bonus irxfi- 
cator. 

Accenting; to another ernbocfiment of the present 

35 irwentiort the bonus actuator .requires operator inter- 
vention so that a player must involve a casino attendant 
who can activate the bonus indicator. 

According to another preferred embodiment of Ihe 
present invention, the bonus indicator is connected to a 

40 drive mechanism which gradually reduces Ihe rate of 
spin ol fr>e bonus wheel before the bonus wheel stops. 

Sta other ernbodSments of the present invention 
comprise gaming devices having electronic means tor 
displaying indicia of rotataWe reefs such as a video 

45 screen ancVcr means tor displaying incficia of a bonus 
payout tndcator. such as a video screen. The present 
invention also comprises methods for praying a gams of 
chance One prefened method conxxises the steps of a 
first standard gaming unit for displaying a randornr> 

so selected combination of incficia. said displayed inefcia 
selected from the group consisting of slot reefs. Incficia 
of reefs, incficia of playing cards, and combinations 
thereof; said, first standard pining unit comprising

BRIEF DESCRIPttOM OF THE DRAWINGS 

FKx 1 is a perspective view one erf a gaming device 
of one embodiment of the present invention. 

FKx 2 is another embodiment of a gaming device of 
the present invention. 

FK3l 3 HJustrates an alternative embodiment of the 
present invention. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

The various errfcodsrnents of the present invention 
aTe designed to provide added excitement to a gaming 
device in order to increase the enjoyment t£> ptayers and 
to serve as an added attraction to potential players. One 
preferred entxxfirnent of the present invention, fltus- 
trated in FK3L 1. comprises a primary gaming unit which 
comprises three rotatable reels 10. each of which com- 
prise a plurality of indicia on the periphery thereof. The 
illustrated gaming device comprises a mechanical lever 
12. coin slot 14. currency vaGdator 16 and a credit card 
validator: 1& trt a manner which wiH be recognized by 
those skfted in the art each reel 10 h designed, to 
rotate and then stop in order to visuaHy cfeptey at least 
one. and preferably a number of indicia; tf the ejection 
of indicia displayed by the three reels is one of a prede- 
termined plurality of winning indicia sets, then the player 
can typically be provided with a winning payout either 
through coin chute 20 which deposits winnings into a 
coin tough 30 or by increasing the player's credits in a 
crecfit window 40. 

According to one aspect of the present invention, 
when the reels 10 display a particular indices set then' 
the player is provided with an opportunity tor a bonus. 
According to this illustrated embodiment of the present 
invention* a bonus actuator button 50 is placed in an 
operative state when reels 10 c&splay a bonus indfcia 
set A prayer must then depress bonus actuator 50 in 
order to start bonus indicator 70 spinning. In the illus- 
trated embodiment, bonus indicator 70 is in the form of 
a rotatable wheel. The wheel may be a carnival- type 
wheel comprising pegs and a clapper or could take one 



or more other forms, such as a fanciful wheel typically 
used in a roulette game as shown tn the embodiment of 
FKX 2. The facing surface of bonus indicator 70 of FKx 
1 comprises tour distinct areas bearing incScia of the 

5- bonus payout to the player, to the illustrated ernbocS- • 
ment the bonus indicator has areas indicating bonuses 
of $25.00. $50/.00. $100,00. and $2,000.00. When 
bonus indicator 70 stops, an indicator (not sbown) wfll 
indicate the area on toe bonus wheel corresponding to 

ta the amounts of the bonus to be provided tothepteyen 
m a manner which will be appreciated by those 
skSJed in the art bonus indicator 70 canr be operatrVely 
Bnked to a ~payouT rnecharosm which provides a bonus 
payout to a player through currency chute 20 or by 

ts increasing the amount of winnings shown in credit win* 
. dow 40. As stated above, the payout of the bonus indi- 
cator can be W addition to a standard payout by the 
primary gammg unit or can be in place of the payout 
normally associated with the primary gaming unit 

20 . Those larrr^ar with gaming and game shows, wiB 
appreciate that players and observers typically experi- 
ence a heightened level of anticipation and excitement 
as they observe one or more moving objects approach- 
ing a winning position. It is therefore most preferred for 

25 the bonus incficator of the present invention to be read3y 
cfecernfcle, e.g>. clearly visible andfor audible to toe 
player. 

According to another preferred embodiment of the 
present invention, a bonus indicator is connected to a 

30 electro-mechanical control unit for. example a motor, 
which gradually decreases the rate of movement of toe 
bonus indicator before the bonus indicator stops. 
According to this ernbocSment of the present Invention, 
players can be provided with a realistic sense of a totally 

3£ mechanical indicator. Those sWBed in the art wM appre- 
ciate that such a control unit can also read3y be con- 
nected to a random generator which wffl randomly 
- select the vvinning payout according to a predetermined 
frequency of occurrence for eacfrtnc&vtdual bonus pay- 

40 out, and then cause the bonus indicator to stop at the 
desired area. 

According to another ernboc&nent of the present 
invention, when reels 10 display an iricScb set which w3J 
provide a bonus, the bonus indicator becornesacthrato^ 

*$ We but requires intervention by a house attendant such 
as a casino attendant in order to actuate the bonus indi- 
cator. According/to this embocSment of the present 
invention^ the casino is provided with greater, control 
over the actuation of the bonus indicator and. if desired 

so can accompany the actuation of the bonus indicator 
with great fanfare. It win be. appreciated that the 
amounts of the bonus indicated in the figures are merely 
tor purposes of illustration and. & desired, one of the 
amounts on the bonus incScator can have a sSpvfcantly 

55 greater Value. For example; one of the areas on Ihe 
bonus indicator may correspond to anew automobile; a 
luxury vacation or a very large sum of money 

While the iSusirated embodiment of Ihe present 
invention in FK3L 1 is generally in the form of a rotatable 
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wheel other viable, mechanical mdoa can be pro- 
vided, whether controfled totafly mechanxafly. electro- 
mechantcaffjt or etectrcocaBy without departing from 
the scope of the present invention.. 

As shown in FKx 1. « order to provide additional 
levels of excitement irxficia of the possWe bonuses are 
preferably visfcry displayed within the slot macttne For 
example. ~m the iBustrat^ 

ably displayed comprising p8es of currency equal b the 
amounts on the bonus indcator. Wh3e actual cash is 
preferred the slot macrme may also be provided with 
fake currency or smpty mdtefe of actual currency or the 
: other bonus prizes. 
• A preferred embodiment of the present invention is 
iBustrated in FKi 2 wherein a gaming device 100 com- 
prises a primary gaming una in the form a standard 
three-reef slot machine which displays reels 110. Suita- 
ble controls and currency mechanisms Including a coin 
slot 114, bitf validator 118, payout shoot 120 are pro- 
vided Furthermore, stftable player controls including 
CHANGE button 132. CASH/CREDIT button 134. BET 
ONE button 136, SPIN button 138 -and BET MAX button 
130 are also provided. 

In addition to these standard controls the control 
panel of this preferred iBustrated . ernbocSment. of the 
• present invention comprises a SPIN THE WHEEL but- 
ton 140 which becomes actuatable when the primary 
gaming unit, as indicated by reels 110. has randomly 
selected one of a ptoraSy of predetermined intSria sets. 
While the primary gaming unft shown in the lower por- 
tion of the cabinet of gaming device 100 wiB typically 
have the ability to provide a prurafity of winrw^ payouts, 
the SPIN THE WHEEL button 140 can become actual- 
able when the stopped reels 110 trioleate some subset 
of the primary unit's winning indicia, when any one of 
the winrwng reef indicia are displayed, or further in 
response to one or more omer predetermined indicia, or 
a combination thereof. 

When the SPIN THE WHEEL button 1 40 is actu- 
ated by a pfayer. bonus wheel 1 50 is caused to rotate 
" and rarxtemry select and dfeptay one of a plurality of dif- 
ferent areas. According to me preferred illustrated 
embocfiment al of th* bonus areas indicate an 
increased winning value for the player. However* ft is 
within the scope of the present invention to provide non- 
monetary sprues or losing spaces wherein no additional 
prize is provided ancWor wheretn the prize normally 
associated with the incStia shown on the primary ganv 
ing und reels 1 1 0 is reduced In the Dostrated emfcodi- 
ment a pointer 100 aoVantageousfy indicates the result 
of the bonus indicator 150. 

In addition to the bonus wheel 150. this preferred 
iSustrated ernbocSment of the present invention also 
comprises a bonus multiplier 170. The multiplier 170 
preferably randomly selects a value by which the bonus 
indicated by bonus wheel 150 is muJtp&ed. For exam- 
ple, the bonus indicator 170 can have an LED screen 
which cydes through multipliers of "times one", "times 
two" and "times three" which wiH indicate that the bonus 



»s as BTdfeated. doubted, or triplet respec&veJy. The 
muffipfier 170 can be programmed to select a mufcpfier 
either totally randomly or accorefng to some other pre- 
determined frequency of occurrence wherein certain 
5 multipliers wilt occur more frequency than other multipli- 
ers Wh3e this illustrated embodiment comprises whole, 
number multipliers, it is also within me scope of the 
- present invention to utfcze values other man whole 
numbers or to include multipliers which wit result n a 
73 decrease in the value shown by the bonus indicator 15a 
For example; a mufbpfier sequence coUd include a 
Times zero" value. When bonus wheel indicator 150 is 
not in use. the muftpSer LED window can be set to an 
attract mode wherein a message is Displayed to players 
i5 or potential players For example, the LED c$sr^^ 
show a message, either m complete form or can be set 
to sequenfaJry display either words or ino5viduaf letters, 
such as ~SPIN-THE- WHEEL". 

FKx 3 illustrates a less preferred embodiment of 
20 the present invention wherein a gaming device 200 
comprising similar controls as the controls atustrated w 
the ernboefment of FIG. a. m this illustrated embooV 
ment and wherein a bonus indicator 250 ism the form 
of an electronfca&y generated image, such as a video 
25 screen or an LED display and provides cfecernfrle incS- 
da. eg. a visual video cfeptey. of a bonus wheel For 
example, the video cfepJay can show a wheel of the type 
used in a roulette game such as the wheel 150 iflus- 
trated in FIG. 2. 
» The slot machine shown in FK3L. 3 comprises a 
vkleo tfsplay 210. such as a video screen, which cH- 
plays three reels 1 1 0. each of which comprise a pturaiay 
of indicia. In addition, this slot machine comprises a 
video display 250. such as a second video screen, for 
35 displaying a bonus payout indicator. Wb3e separate 
screens are prefened, both me reels and the bonus 
payout indicator could be displayed on the same video 
screen. According to this embocfiment of the present 
invention, the bonus payout indicator displays indicia of 
40 awheel or a reel. * 

m a manner Known in me art the gaming device 
comprises a coin sk* 214. a currency vafidator 21& and 
a coin chute 220. After placing a wager, a player deter* 
mines the amount of his wager by either pressing the 
45 BET ONE button 236 or the BET MAX button 22KL Alter 
the player, has selected the amount of his wager, he 
depresses me SPIN button 238 which "spins* the reels 
shown in video display window 210. 

Each ihcScia of a displayed reel 210 is designed to 
5o indicate rotation and then stop in order to visuaPy drs : 
play at least one. and preferably a number of indtaa 
When reels 210 display a particutax mcScia set or one of 
a preo^ermined plurality of incficia sets, then the adoV 
tfonaf payout mode is activated and video display 250 
55 displaying payout indicator is placed in an operabte 
state, to this illustrated ernbocfrnert. the displayed par 
cut indicator 250 displays an incficia of a rotating wheel 
comprising a plurality of distinct areas bearing indicia of 
payouts to the player. Payout indicator 250. is caused to 
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selectively indicate one of the plurality of indfoa.* either 
autornaticaily. upon intervention of a casino or house 
attendant or upon a player depressing SPIN THE 
WHEEL button 240 in Order to start indicator 250 spin- 
ning, a wiB be appreciated that the amounts of the pay- 
put indicated tn BG. 2 are merely tor purposes of 
action and. if desired one of the amounts on the 
bonus irxficator can have a greater value, e.g. a new 
automobile; a luxury vacation crterge sum of money 
vrtfch may be collected subsetjuentfy. or lesser values. 
e.g, no payout 

The cfeplayed reels 210 and c$sptayed bonus indi- 
cator 250 can be operabfy controlled by suitable con* 
trofeVskw down as they come to a complete stop, 
cfopteyrig a selected reel indicia and a bonus irtoSo* 
respectively 

The errtxxJiment of the present invention illustrated 
in m 2 is considered most preferable since ft fe 
betieved that players prefer to see actual slot reels and 
an actual bonus, wheel spinning in a gaming device. 
Other, less preferred embodiments are also poss&e 
wWe providing some of the advantages^ the present 
invention. Specifically; it is feasWe to replace the spin- 
ning reels with other forms of standard gaming units, for 
example, a visible inctida of reels or irxtida of playing 
cards, shown for example on a video screen. It is also 
possfcte to replace the wheel with some other discern- 
tie hdfcia of a mechanical bonus indicator which is 
cperatively connected to the. list standard gaming unjt 
and which either autoniaticaJr/ccmmences or fe actual- 
able in response to the result provided by the standard 
gaming unit According to the present invention, both of 
the standard gaming unit and bonus indicator are con- 
trolled to provide random results. 

From the foregoing description, it w»B be appreci- 
ated that entoocfenents of the present invention, which 
are specifically directed to gaming and gaming devices, 
comprise three different indicators. The most pretened 
embodiments comprise a primary (standard) gaming 
und. an additional payout irxticator.. preferably in the 
form of a wheel, and a payout muftipSer* WhBetbe Bus- 
trated payout multiplier of the illustrated embocSments is 
in the lorm of an electronically selected value, it is also 
within the scope of the present indention to have a mul- 
tiplier which involves some sW» on the part of a player. 
For example, accenting to an additional preferred 
embc<frnent of me present ^ertfon. a player will shoot 
actual projectiles, such as coins, at one or more targets 
in an effort to increase the value of the multiplier. In any 
of the errtoocSments of the present invention utilizing a 
muttipRer. the multiplier can affect the value of a payout 
from the standard gaming unit, the additional payout 
incficator. or both the standard gaming unit and the pay- 
Vindicator. 

As stated above, the present invention also 
includes methods of conducting a wagering game of 
chance comprising the steps d providing a player with 
an opportunity to place a wager; displaying a randomly 
selected combination of incticia. said displayed indicia
